Glenn Rebukes 
Local Body _ 


Says Criticism Was 
Unfair and Untrue 


Replying to attacks made on his

Mr. Glenn’s statement as mail- 
ed to the local chamber follows: 

“To Members of the Board of 
Directors, Santa Ana Chamber of 
Commerce: 

“You may be sure that I was 
greatly surprised at the misleading 
and unfair article given by your 
board recently to the Santa Ana 
and Los Angeles papers in regard 
to my summer activity of conduct- 
ing tours in Europe. It occasions, 
I think, a reply.

Such deficiency statements, 
Miss Alexander continued, do not 
necessarily indicate that a student 
is failing, but often serve as a re- 
minder that the student is behind 
in work and should make up the 
necessary amount in order to sat- 
isfactorily complete the course.

“A display of armed force by 
European democracies, or a state- 
ment by the United States that 
our financial resources are at 
their command, I believe, would 
give Hitler something to pause 
and consider. 

“From my _ personal 
tion,” he continued, ‘I believe 
that before the war, Germany’s 
confidence was inspired through 
ignorance of the strength of her 
enemies, and in the present situ- 
ation a frank lineup on the part 
of all democracies would do far 
more than stern reprisals and in- 
creased trade barriers.”

“There are very few women who so splendidly 
filled the mission of homemaking and motherhood 
responsibilities as Dr. Margarete D. Baker and at 
the same time had the willingness and desire to 
render very difficult and important public service 
to her community. 


“Possessed of an unusually active mind that was 


' directed by a solid integrity and an unswerving 


sense of right, Dr. Baker’s record as a member of 
the Santa Ana board of education was one of con- 
scientious thinking and’ consistently fearless ac- 
tion. 

“It was characteristic of her that her first 
thought, as a board member, was invariably for 
the welfare of the children; all other considera- 
tions were subordinate. She brought to the ad- 
ministration of school affairs at once the experi- 
ence of the business-woman and the sympathy of 
the mother. Her place will not be easily filled. 

“While it is true that her death, yesterday, only 
hastened the date of her retirement from the 
board, as she was not a candidate for re-election, 
it has nevcrtheless removed one who would have 
remained, 2ven in private life, a useful contributor 
to the general good.”

ODD EASTER CUSTOMS EXPLAINED 


Brightly colored eggs, for hundreds of years a sign of 
joy on Easter Sunday, originally came into prominence as 
a post-Lenten food following the 40 days fast established 
with the entrance of Christianity. During Lent, eating of 
eggs was forbidden, so Easter served as the first day when 
they could again enter the family diet. 


Having fasted for over a month, 
people of several lands ,returned 
to an egg diet in a manner that 
would astonish the most incom- 
petent physician. Some of these 
customs prevail today: 

LIKE EGGS 

During the Easter season Aus- 
trians, for example, serve colored 
eggs for breakfast, dinner, sup- 
per, afternoon tea, and even be- 
tween meals when the notion 
strikes them. 


Albania, celebrating in a simi- 
lar manner, holds the Easter fes- 
tival for a period of three days, 
and at that time the entire popu- 
lation attends church in their 
newest attire. Every guest visit- 
ing a family receives two colored 
eggs, signifying universal good- 
will and happiness. 

ODD CUSTOM 

Chickens are also overworked 
in Poland where the belief still 
persists among the peasants, that 
there is a subterranean world 
where people never see the sun. 
In Easterian moments of gener- 
osity, Poles throw brilliantly de- 
corated egg shells into streams, 
hoping they will be carried to the 
unfortunate underground people. 


Previous to the revolution in 
Russia, NOISE signified Easter, 
since for three days, all church 
bells rang continuously at full 
volume. 

CEREMONIOUS 

Bulgaria holds an impressive 
ceremony in the evening when 
church dignitaries lead a proces- 
sion to the village square. At mid- 
night, the archbishop calls “Christ 
is risen,”’ and immediately thous- 
ands of candles are lit which 
twinkle like tiny stars in the early 
morning darkness. 

In the Netherlands, young peo- 
ple sing as they parade through 
the streets on the eve of Easter, 
carrying lighted Japanese lanterns. 
Finally they arrive at the center 
of town where they dance late in- 
to the night. 

SUNRISE RITES 

Following the practice establish- 
ed many years ago, scores of lo- 
cal citizens will journey to Mt. 
Roubidoux, Riverside, Easter 
morning, participating in the an- 
nual sunrise service. In doing so 
they observe the custom of early 
peoples, who thought that the sun 
danced on Easter morning, and 
rose early to watch it.—DON
